CONCENTRATED FOOD. 

Prof. Thomas Gives His View* Upon 
Thia Important Dairy 
Subject 

I lie dairy cow will not th" to t 
maxim tin of reasonable priHiimiuD 
units* she U fed a sufficient pro|Hir- 
tton of runreutrated food to brine 
about such a rrsni' Hiilky food riio 
be much more east;.' grown on the 
uve'-age farm than rtmcent rated. Ue- 
cause of this, concentrated fo«d Is 
more frequently purcbaned than bulky 
food, and Is, therefore, more expensive 
relatively. Moreover, it la my judKiui nt 
that many dairymen feed ix)nrtin- 
trated foods In exrexs of tho needs of 
the cows which still further adds to 
the cost of feeding. The discussion ol 
Uil« question, therefore, is or ought to 
be, of much Import-ioco to the dairy- 
man. 

The amounts of roncentrated food, 
that Is (he amounts ot grain food thai 
should be fed to dairy cows will, of 
r«)urse, be Inltuencrt 1 by the nature ot 
the bulk of food tbnt Is given. Sup- 
pose cows In the one case eat clover 
'■r alfalfa hay of prime quality, and 
In the other, they must consume oat 
straw, com stalks or sorghum, the 
amtiunt of meal that would sufflre 
alonK with the clover ur alfalfa, wuuld 
not be enough to feed aking with th* 
other fodder. 

I' would not be enough for the 
reason llrst, that clover and alfalfa 
are In themselveH a more nearly bal- 
anced ration than the fodders named: 
■erond, that they are more suitable 
for milk produriion: and, third, be- 
cause the cows will consume more of 
iheni rei.Kivriy than of the other 
tood^.
